Loyalty, idealism and self-reliance, said Mr. E. W. Beatty, 
v. Chancellor of McGill, in addressing the boys of Lower Canada 
College a night or so ago, were the three qualities he found most 
admirable in the students of that institution. 

Of these qualities he put loyalty first — loyalty to family, to 
school, to university, to country and to self. Without the loyalty 
' of its members no great institution of to-day could have become 
great. But aside altogether from its practical value, loyalty is un- 
questionably one of the qualities men admire most highly, and 
though loyalty to a losing game may be called foolish nothing is 
•in reality more admirable. 

Loyalty to his ideal must of necessity be one of the out- 
standing qualities of the true idealist, and throughout there is a 
close similiarity between the man who fights to the end for a 
cause, particularly a losing cause, and the dreamer. Openly des- 
pised by many, yet secretly admired, the loyal servant and the 
idealist are indispensible to the practical and to the ethical world. 

Self-reliance, the third quality stressed, makes for straight- 
forwardness and square-dealing. He who is self-reliant does what 
he considers right and is ready to accept the consequences. 

It is too bad that as we grow older these qualities are only 
too liable to be superseded by ones less worthy. Maybe this can- 
not be avoided. Circumstances are sometimes too much for man; 
loyalty becomes modified; dreams are shattered; and seeing his 
weaknesses man forgets his strength. 

For a man to keep to the end the quality of loyalty that was 
bis as a boy, to retain some of his dreams and not to lose alto- 
gether his youthful self-reliance is a great thing. 

Much can be said and much has been said against the Eng- 
lish public schools, but they have one great and abiding glory if 
Ian Hay is right when he says that they send forth men with the 
.hearts of boys.

Jewish religion wn« the subject dealt 
with by the Miicctihaean Study Oroup 
tit a moellug held last nlfthl lu 
Strnthconn Hall. I. Waltrer It. A. 
Law '^7 and A. lCdel, Arts '27 Introl- 
need the subject. The group was 
fortunate In having as its guosrx, 
Itnhbl y.lotiilk who contiibtUed to the 
discussion . 

In outlining the. subject, in u gon- 
orni survey of the religion i>r the 
Jews from Its early beglnmini,-, Wnlner 
slated thai the oriRln or. the Hebrew 
religion wo.a much the same as that 
or other peoples. There was tho i". 
vclatlon of the ntiturtil phenomena as 
!s always the c;ise and polytheism o: 
course was common. From, these 
early iwimndlc times, through the 
tlmen of Egyptian captivity and tho 
coming of Moses Wniner touched the 
lous aspects of the subject and 
dwe.'.t. for n. moment on tho teachings 
of the prophet. 

In Dontcronomy we see now moral 
laws coining as a. result of the toac'n 
lnga of the prophets. This v/as writ- 
ten a:bout CSG B.C. Jeremiah at this 
time saw that the new ceremonial 
was not much better than the prx- 
vious rulings and I.oveo denounced 
them on one or two occasions. 

Thon came tho Babylonian cxilcnnd 
tho encouragements nfEzokisi. Here 
originated the Messianic hope, and with 
the second Isaiah came the Interna- 
tional idea of rcllsion. Judaism 
gradually developed Into many sects 
especially when Greek InCluencri :amt 
In. With ihe esta-bllshment of the 
Talmud tho Jewish religion assumed 
its more modern aspect, and is to- 
day practically the same as It was 
then, except - for Reform Judaism. 

Following Walner's discussion Fdel 
went back to th|e nomadic perlou 
tracing tho religion from that stage 
to that of the prophets. Polytheism 
is always found • among nonuids. 
bound up with nature worship. 

There was no doubt a belief that 
spirits could entered into material 
tl-ings. 

Passing to Moses' period one finds 
tho- ethics came into the reitgio.i 
making it more pronwslng .At mat 
time the nonothclatic conception had 
r.ot yet come. But the way .n which 
Israel choso her God entering, as it 
were, Into an agreement with hlro, 
paved the way for the later e?c«- 
bllshment of Monotheism. 

The period of transition came with 
the entry into Canaan. Here Jehovat 
and Baal were brought into contact., 
but tho real God of Israel wa a Jeho- 
vah. Then finally had come t);.: 
l'ophots when the religion had bvtn 
flimly established. 

RaWbl Zlotwlk. In summing up 
differed greatly (with tho |speakers 
and stated that many men of to-auy 
came to tholr various conclusions 
ni.erely through supposition. As fu- 
tile Old Testament ho bolli'eù that 
It was written largely at a very rally 
period and the assumption lr it tho 
I'entaHuch was a lator production 
based on tho old Idea that very ml" 
writing existed at that time. Ex- 
cavations show that this Is wrong.
